R E P O R T . 


General  Observations. 

The  features  which  transcend  all  others  in 
importance  in  the  sanitary  history  of  the  year  are  the 
extension  into  the  rest  of  the  town  of  the  new7  sewerage 
works,  which  had  the  year  before  been  completed  in 
the  Pomsey  Town  District,  and  the  complemental 
works  of  the  Pumping  Station  and  irrigation  and 
filtration  area  of  land. 

A departure  of  great  significance  from  the  original 
plan  of  sewage  disposal  has  been  adopted  in  accordance 

with  the  following  resolution:  — 

“ That  such  portion  of  the  proposed  contract  No.  8 
recently  advised,  as  applied  to  the  press  houses,  filter 
presses,  and  sewage  tanks,  be  abandoned  ; that  the 
sewage  carriers  as  designed  and  estimated  for,  be  adopted  ; 
and  that  the  Engineer  be  instructed  to  prepare  plans, 
specifications,  and  estimates  for  carrying  out  a lime  process 
for  the  treatment  of  the  sewage  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  Professor  Dewar.”

The  result  of  the  application  of  the  antiquated  and 
somewhat  discredited  system  of  treatment  of  sewage 
by  lime  will  no  doubt  be  watched  with  considerable 
interest.  The  Authority  has  been  advised  that  the 
treatment  of  sewage  is  a question  not  of  chemistry, 
but  of  life  action;  but  it  would  appear  desirable  that 
any  decision  should  really  be  given  by  a chemist  and 
biologist  jointly.

jng  the  disinfecting  of  old  sewers  and  their  contents 
before  being  removed  has  been  disregarded  in  spirit, 
of  not  always  in  fact;  there  would  appear  to  have  been 
no  machinery  for  the  enforcement  of  the  terms  of  the 
covenant. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  necessary 
steps  for  the  establishment  of  a new  Cemetery,  and  a 
Local  Government  Board  Enquiry  was  held  on 
February  1 9th  of  the  present  year. 

Among  the  minor  matters  which  affect  the  Town

should  be  recorded,  viz.: 

(a)  Difficulties  having  presented  themselves  with 
regard  to  the  supervision  of  Workshops,  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshops  Acts,  the  Inspector  has  been 
elected  an  Inspector  of  Nuisances  under  the  Public 
Health  Act,  L 875,  in  order  to  invest  him  with  the 
necessary  powers. 

(/j)  A letter  was  received  from  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  calling  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  their 
obligations  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  whereupon 
it  was  handed  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  his 
guidance  in  the  matter.

( c ) On  the  representation  of  the  Borough  Surveyor 

and  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  it  has  been  agreed: — 

“That  the  Borough  Surveyor  be  asked  to  give  a 
certificate  in  all  cases  where  he  considers  the  flushing 
apparatus  to  a w.c.  or  any  premises  inadequate,  so 
that  proceedings  may  be  taken  under  Sec.  36  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1875.” 

And  it  was  further  agreed  that:  — 

“ A public  notice  be  issued  to  the  effect  that  all 
owners  of  dwelling  houses  without  sufficient  water 
closets  within  the  meaning  of  38  and  39  Vic.  Cap.  53, 
Sec.  36,  will  be  called  upon  as  soon  as  the  houses  are 
connected  with  the  new  sewers  to  supply  sufficient  water- 
closet  accommodation.  Closets  depending  upon  what  may 
be  called  hand  flushing  will  not  be  considered  sufficient.”

The  examination  of  the  well  water  of  the  District 
has  been  continued,  and  in  all  instances  of  organic 
pollution  the  wells  have  been  closed. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  calculation  of  population  on  which  the  vital 
statistics  of  the  year  are  based  is  rendered  difficult  and 
uncertain,  not  only  by  the  considerations  mentioned  in 
my  Report  for  the  year  1 893,  but  also  by  the  immigration 
into  the  town  of  a large  body  of  artisans  engaged  on 
the  Sewerage  Works  and  the  building  of  the  New 
Theatre.  1 have  ascertained  ou  enquiry  that  four 
hundred  would  be  a fair  number  to  accept  as  a 
temporary  addition  to  the  population,  the  estimate  of 
which  is  calculated  on  the  Registrar-General’s  method. 

The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  972,  equal 
to  a birth-rate  of  24*7  per  living  1,000  per  annum.  The 
birth-rate  in  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  period  is 
given  at  30*3  in  the  Report  of  the  Registrar -Genera I.  The 
total  number  of  deaths  registered  is  628,  equal  to  a 
death-rate  of  15*9  per  1,000  living  per  annum.  After 
making  the  usual  corrections,  as  indicated  at  the  bottom 
of  the  Table  IV.,  the  total  number  of  deaths  properly 
belonging  to  the  district  is  found  to  be  583,  or  16  more 
than  the  corresponding  number  in  1894,  and  the  death- 
rate  14*8.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
the  same  period  is  given  at  18’ 7. 

The  deaths  due  to  the  chief  Zymotic  Diseases 
include  8 from  Diphtheria , 2 from  Whooping  Cough , 

4 from  Eiiteric  Fevei\  28  from  Diarrhoea  (27  under 

5 years  of  age) — total,  42,  equal  to  a death-rate  for 
these  diseases  of  1’07  per  1,000  of  the  population  per 
annum  (’60  lower  than  in  1894).

Influenza  has  contributed  eleven  deaths  to  the 
general  total  of  mortality.  Five  of  these  occurred  in  the 
last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Infantile  mortality  is  represented  by  a ratio  of  146 
deaths  under  one  year  of  age  to  1,000  registered  births.

Disease  Incidence . 

One  case  of  Small -pox  occurred  in  December  ; the 
origin  of  the  disease  was  in  the  first  instance  very

obscure  ; no  case  of  the  disease  being  known  to  exist 
in  the  Borough.  There  was  a history  of  a visit  to  London, 
but  the  length  of  time  which  had  elapsed  between  the 
visit  and  the  onset  of  the  disease  was  too  great  to 

o 

connect  it  with  this  visit.  The  man  who  was  the  subject 
of  the  disease  recollected  subsequently  that  he  had 
assisted  in  raising  from  the  ground  a tramp  who  had 
fallen  down  in  the  street,  and  appeared  to  have  been 
suffering  from  some  skin  eruption  ; this  occurred  twelve 
days  before  the  onset  of'  the  man's  attack  ; the  disease 
miy  have  been  caught  from  the  tramp  on  the  assumption 
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that  he  was  suffering  from  Small -pox.  So  long  a time 
had  elapsed  before  this  piece  of  information  came  to  my 
knowledge  that  is  was  quite  impossible  to  trace  the 
tramp  in  question.  The  patient  was  removed  to  the 
Small-pox  Ward  at  the  Borough  Fever  Hospital,  had  a 
mild  attack,  and  made  a satisfactory  recovery. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  present  during  every 
month  of  the  year,  fifty -four  cases  in  all  having  been 
notified,  and  shows  a further  decline  of  the  incidence 
of  this  disease,  being  half  that  of  the  year  previous,  and 
two-thirds  of  that  of  the  year  1893.  The  periods  of 
greatest  incidence  were  January,  which  was  in 
continuation  of  the  cases  of  the  previous  year,  June 
and  July,  and  the  last  three  months  of  the  year,  which 
is  the  usual  period  of  the  greatest  incidence  of  the 
disease.  The  disease  has  been  introduced  into 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  on  two  occasions  during  the 
year  by  visitors  or  otherwise.  In  twenty-six  of  the 
cases  either  enquiry  failed  to  elicit  any  source  of  infec- 
tion, or  the  diagnosis  was  of  doubtful  accuracy  ; of  the 
remainder,  in  one  case  the  disease  was  probably 
contracted  at  a children’s  party  ; in  one  household 
where  five  cases  occurred  the  disease  was  introduced  by 
a domestic  from  Great  Obishall,  Essex  ; in  four  cases 
in  four  different  households  the  subjects  of  the  disease 
were  class  mates  at  the  East  Road  School  ; three  cases 
in  three  households  appear  to  have  been  independently 
contracted  in  London.  One  girl  in  another  household, 
who  had  been  in  service  at  Hunstanton,  was  found  to  be 
desquamating  after  her  return  from  that  place;  in  this 
instance  the  Medical  Officer  of  Flealth  of  Hunstanton 
was  communicated  with,  and  efforts  made  to  collect 
evidence  as  to  wilful  exposure,  but  without  definite

result.  Four  cases  in  three  different  households  were 
school  mates  at  St.  Matthew's  School,  and  two  cases 
in  two  different  households  were  connected  with  St. 
Barnabas  Schools.  Seven  cases  in  six  households  were 
associated  in  the  following  manner:  two  cases  occurred 
in  the  first  household  a week  after  their  return  from 
Lowestoft,  then  a visitor  to  this  household  during  the 
period  of  infection  contracted  the  disease,  and  a younger 
member  of  the  first  household  assailed  attended  Park 
Street  School  the  day  after  the  onset  of  the  disease, 
and  four  other  cases  in  four  different  households 
followed  as  a consequence. 

Diphtheria  has  been  present  in  the  district  all 
through  the  year,  except  in  the  month  of  May;  twenty- 
four  cases  in  all  have  been  notified,  of  which  eight  were 
fatal,  this  shows  a considerable  increase  on  the  number 
notified  in  181)4.  Three  of  the  cases  were  patients  who 
had  been  admitted  from  the  country  districts  into 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  for  purposes  of  operation;  four 
others  were  of  doubtful  diagnosis;  one  in  July  appeared, 
with  a considerable  degree  of  probability,  to  have  been 
imported  from  a sea-side  resort.  One  case  was  a 
secondary  case  to  an  attack  in  another  household 
previously  assailed  ; in  none  of  the  remaining  fifteen 
cases  could  infection,  with  any  degree  of  certainty,  be 
traced  to  a pre-existing  case,  but  several  of  them  have 
however  occurred  in  the  same  streets  where  Diphtheria 
has  appeared  in  previous  years,  and  in  several  of  the 
households  assailed  sanitary  defects  of  a more  or  less 
serious  character  were  discovered. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  been  present  throughout  the 
year,  except  in  the  two  months  June  and  September,  and 
in  all  twenty-eight  cases  have  been  notified,  of  which 
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four  ended  fatally.  One  case  in  January  was  that  of  a 
servant  girl,  who  had  been  nursing  her  employer  during 
an  attack  of  this  disease  at  Brighton,  and  came  to 
her  home  in  Cambridge  on  account  of  her  own 
incipient  illness;  it  was  subsequently  ascertained  that 
the  girl’s  fellow  domestic  was  admitted,  ill  of  the  same 
disease,  into  the  Brighton  Fever  Hospital.  One  case  in 
February  was  that  of  a builder  engaged  in  the  erection 
of  houses  at  Brighton,  and  in  this  instance  also  there 
is  high  probability  of  the  disease  having  been  con- 
tracted at  that  place.  Three  cases  notified  in  March 
were  associated  with  a house  of  business  in  the 
centre  of  the  town,  besides  which  an  assistant 
employed  in  the  business  fell  ill  of  the  same 
disease  at  her  home  at  Chesterton  ; there  was  also  a 
fifth  case  of  illness  associated  with  the  same  household, 
but  so  complicated  with  another  disease  that  the  con- 
curred presence  of  Typhoid  Fever  could  not  be 
recognised.  No  circumstances  could  be  discovered  to 
adequately  explain  this  rapid  succession  of  cases  in 
one  household,  but  at  length  it  was  elicited  that 
a recent  convalescent  of  Typhoid  Fever  had  been 
for  several  weeks  a guest  of  the  household  ; and 
the  sanitary  conditions  discovered  were  of  such  a 
character  as  to  give  ready  facility  to  the  trans- 
mission of  the  special  germs  of  Typhoid  Fever. 
Two  other  cases  which  occurred  in  the  same  month 
in  two  other  households  had  similar  associated 
circumstances  ; both  were  young  men  of  the  same  age, 
and  both  went  skating  ; one  of  them  getting  hot  by  the 
exercise,  swallowed  a quantity  of  snow  taken  out  of  a 
ditch  which  received  excremental  matter  ; and  the 
other  fell  through  the  ice  on  the  river  Cam  and 
swallowed  a quantity  of  the  river  water  ; whether  the 
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inception  of  the  disease  can  be  fairly  attributable  to  these 
circumstances  may  be  a matter  of  uncertainty,  but  the 
symptoms  manifested  themselves  in  due  course.  One 
case  in  April  was  that  of  a married  woman  aged  47  ; 
except  residence  in  an  ill-drained  locality  there  was  no 
circumstance  elicited  which  could  at  all  account  for 
the  attack.  Two  other  cases  which  occurred  in  the 
same  month,  and  a third  of  a less  pronounced  character 
were  those  of  a supper  party  who  had  eaten  raw 
mussels  : in  the  absence  of  any  of  the  batch  of 
mussels  for  bacteriological  examination,  nothing  can  be 

O VO 

predicated  as  to  possible  causation  by  this  item  of  the 
meal  ; one  of  the  patients  who  was  moved  into  the 
Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  bad  a very  typical  and 
grave  attack  of  the  disease.  The  fourth  case  was  that* 
of  a man  engaged  in  the  New  Sewerage  Works,  who 
with  small  doubt  caught  the  disease  while  at  his  work. 


Four  cases  occurred  in  Mav  ; the  earliest  was  that  of 
an  undergraduate  who  had  recently  come  from 
Brighton  ; there  is  high  probability  the  disease  had 
been  contracted  at  that  town  ; the  second  was  that  of  a 
nurse  residing  in  the  town,  who  was  admitted  into 
Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  in  March,  with  symptoms  of  such 
an  ill-defined  character  that  it  was  not  notified  as  Typhoid 
Fever  till  May  8th.  The  third  case  was  also  that  of  a nurse 
or  ward  woman,  who  had  been  in  a ward  at  Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital  where  a case  of  Typhoid  Fever  was  under 
treatment  ; no  satisfactory  connection  between  these 
two  cases  could  however  be  established.  The  fourth 
case  was  that  of  a girl  living  in  Albert  Street,  New 
Street  ; this  locality  is  one  of  the  less  satisfactory  in  a 
hygienic  sense  in  the  town,  but  no  good  reason  for  the 
illness  was  discoverable  ; it  is  however  worthy  of 
remark  that  three  men,  who  were  at  the  time  employed 
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on  the  New  Sewerage  Works,  lodged  in  the  house  ; of 
the  two  cases  in  July,  nothing  can  be  predicated  except 
that  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  patients'  homes  were 
very  faulty.  Three  cases  were  notified  in  October  ; 
one  of  these,  which  had  been  moved  into  the  Infectious 
Diseases  Hospital,  was  subsequently  found  not  to  be 
one  of  Typhoid  Fever,  but  of  Typhlitis,  and  was  removed 
into  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital  for  operation.  The  second 
case,  in  the  centre  of  the  town  was  emphatically 
attributed  by  the  Medical  Attendant  to  the  filthy 
emanations  from  the  old  sewer  in  Sidnev  Street,  which 
at  the  time  was  being  taken  up  ; in  this  instance  there 
was  no  doubt  as  to  the  accuracy  cf  the  diagnosis.  The 
third  case  was  that  of  a knacker  s assistant^  but  could 
not  be  connected  with  any  circumstance  of  his  surround- 
ings or  of  his  calling.  Three  cases  were  notified  in 
November,  the  earliest  seems  to  have  been  due  to  infection 
from  Sudbury.  Tim  second  was  that  of  a pipe  layer  on  the 
Sewerage  Works,  and  he  with  small  doubt  caimht  the 
disease  while  at  his  work,  especially  as  he  was  engaged  on  a 
sewer  which  probably  contains  more  typhoid  poison  than 
any  other  in  the  town.  The  third  case,  in  Leader’s  Row, 
is  also  attributed  with  some  probability  to  the  sewerage 
operations.  Four  cases  were  notified  in  December;  one 
of  these  was  that  of  an  undergraduate,  whose  attack 
may  have  possibly  been  due  to  sanitary  defects  which 
were  subsequently  detected  in  the  house  in  which  he 
lodged.  The  second  case,  in  a cab  driver’s  house,  may 
also  with  some  measure  of  probability  be  connected 
with  sanitary  defects  subsequently  discovered  in  the 
household  ; there  would  appear  to  be  a special 
susceptibility  of  the  members  of  this  household  to 
the  inception  of  Typhoid  Fever,  as  a second  member 
developed  the  disease  in  Fulbourn,  and  a third  has

developed  it  during  the  present  year,  while  two  years 
ago  a member  had  the  disease  while  residing  in  another 
part  of  Cambridge.  The  last  two  cases  could  not  be 
satisfactorily  accounted  for. 

The  incidence  of  Infantile  Diarrhoea  has  appeared  on 
nearly  the  same  area  as  in  past  years,  and  while  rather 
more  serious  than  in  the  year  1894,  it  has  been  very 
much  less  serious  than  in  the  year  1893.

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Summary  of  action  taken  to  limit  the  spread  of 

Infectious  D isease . 

Every  house  in  the  town  in  which  a case  of 

infectious  disease  has  been  notified  has  been  visited,  and 

' * 

inquiries  made  into  all  the  circumstances  which  may 
have  operated  in  respect  of  introduction  or  aggravation 
of  the  diseases,  such  as  water  supply,  milk  supply, 
defective  drainage,  subsoil  pollution,  school  assemblage, 
etc. 

Instances  of  defective  drainage  and  impure  water 
supply  in  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  have  been  dealt  with. 

The  following  Public  Elementary  Schools  have 
closed  on  account  of  Scarlatina : St.  Barnabas  Schools 
and  Park  Street  Infants  School. 

Ten  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever,  two  cases  of  alleged 
Scarlet  Fever,  eleven  cases  of  Diphtheria,  one  case  of 
Membranous  Croup,  and  five  cases  of  Erysipelas  have 
been  removed  to  Addenbrooke’s  Hospital.  Thirty-four 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  (sixty-three  per  cent,  of  those 
notified),  four  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  one  of  Small  Pox 
have  been  admitted  into  the  Borough  Fever  Hospital. 
In  regard  to  the  cases  of  Small  Pox,  the  rooms  occupied 
by  the  patient  were  thoroughly  disinfected,  the  bedding, 
etc.,  baked  in  the  Authority’s  oven,  and  all  the  persons 
who  were  exposed  to  the  chance  of  infection  were  traced 
as  far  as  practicable,  and  examined  and  offered 
re-vaccination. 

With  regard  to  the  disinfecting  oven,  the  same 
difficulties  recorded  in  my  report  for  1894  have 
presented  themselves  during  the  past  year,  and  I fear 
that  any  epidemic  of  any  serious  dimensions  would 
overtax  its  capacity.  I have  made  a supplementary 

report  on  the  subject  to  the  Sanitary  Committee,  but  no

further  steps  have  been  taken.

I have  reason  to  believe  that  the  provisions  of  the 
Statute  as  to  the  list  of  outworkers  is  now  generally 
complied  with.  Furthermore  H.M.  Inspectors  are  in  the 
habit  of  sending  to  my  office  intimation  of  conditions 
which  have  been  observed  by  them,  and  in  their  opinion 
require  action  on  the  part  of  the  Sanitary  Authority. 

(2)  Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

Four  milk  purveyors  have  been  placed  upon  the 
Register  during  the  year,  but  have  not  yet  been 
licensed.  All  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected

according  to  regular  periods,  and  cleansing,  limewashing, 
and  new  leceptaeles  ordered  in  several  instances,  and 
duly  carried  out. 

(3)  Canal  Boats. 

Report  under  the  Canal  Bouts  Acts , 1877-84, 

communicated  as  required  by  the  Local  Government 

Board. 

u(l.)  The  arrangements  made  are  that  the  Chief 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  has  been  appointed,  without 
special  remuneration,  to  inspect  the  Canal  Boats  plying 
in  this  district. 

u(2.)  The  boats  plying  within  this  district  belong 
generally  to  the  Eastern  Navigation  Company,  and  are 
thirteen  in  number.  Thirty-three  inspections  have  been 
made  during  the  year  ; all  the  boats  inspected,  except 
in  five  instances,  have  complied  with  the  regulations  as 
to  painting,  re-lettering  and  cleansing,  and  other  matters 
required  by  the  Acts. 

u(3.)  In  one  instance  the  boat  was  found  unregis- 
tered, and  in  four  others  the  masters  failed  to  produce 
their  certificates  when  requested.  There  were  no 
women  or  children  on  board  any  of  the  boats,  and  no 
case  of  infection  has  been  notified  or  traced. 

u (4.)  No  legal  proceedings  have  been  taken  during 
the  year. 

u (5.)  The  owner  of  the  unregistered  boat  was 
requested  by  letter  to  comply  with  the  Acts,  and  the 
four  defaulting  masters  were  verbally  requested  to  pro- 
duce their  certificates  oil  the  next  occasion.5’ 
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(4)  Slaughterhouses,  Knackers  and  othee 

Offensive  Trades. 

Application  for  licensing  under  the  Order  has  been 
made  in  respect  of  premises  in  Union  Road,  but  on  the 
advice  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  the  application 
was  refused. 

All  the  slaughterhouses  have  been  regularly 
inspected  every  month,  and  in  several  instances, 
minor  structural  defects  have  been  discovered,  which, 
on  notice  from  the  Inspectors  of  Nuisances,  have  been 
immediately  remedied. 

No  nuisances  have  occurred  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  keeping  pigs  contrary  to  the  bye-laws 

Several  smoke  nuisances  have  been  brought  before 
the  notice  of  the  Sanitary  Authority,  and  one  of  the 
Inspectors  of  Nuisances  was  directed  to  make  systematic 
observations  from  time  to  time.  A nuisance  arising 
from  a brick  kiln,  just  outside  the  borders  of  the 
Borough,  was  complained  of  by  a number  of  residents, 
and  a memorial  presented  to  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
whereupon  notice,  under  Sec.  108  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  was  served  upon  the  owner. 

Food  Inspection. 

On  May  13th,  a dead  cow  from  Willingham,  was 
traced  to  a knacker’s  yard  in  the  town  ; under  the 
Inspector’s  observation  it  was  rendered  unsuitable  for 
sale  as  human  food  and  then  allowed  to  be  sold  as 
“Cats’  Meat.”

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On  June  6th,  a quantity  of  winkles  and  other  shell- 
fish were  seized  and  destroyed. 

On  June  10th,  a flock  of  eight  sheep  at  the  Cattle 
Market  were  reported  as  suffering  from  wasting  disease, 
whereupon  the  Inspector  visited  the  Cattle  Market,  and 
found  they  had  been  moved,  some  to  Gwydir  Street 
and  some  to  Chesterton  ; the  Inspector  reported  to 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who  engaged  the  services 
of  the  Veterinary  Inspector,  and  he  reported  that 
although  the  sheep  were  very  lean,  they  were  not 
diseased. 

On  June  19th,  two  pigs  purchased  at  the  Cattle 
Market  were  reported  as  suffering  from  Swine  fever; 
they  were  subsequently  examined  by  the  Veterinary 
Inspector,  who  considered  them  unfit  for  human  food. 
After  slaughter  one  was  buried  by  the  owner,  and  the 
other  was  seized  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and 
ordered  by  a Justice  to  be  destroyed. 

On  October  12th,  a small  quantity  of  damsons 
were  seized  in  the  Cambridge  Market,  and  after  examin- 
ation by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  ordered  by 
a Justice  to  be  destroyed. 

On  October  1 9th,  a flat  of  apples  were  seized  in  the 
Cambridge  Market,  and  after  examination  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  were  ordered  by  a Justice  to 
be  destroyed. 

On  October  23rd,  an  animal  suffering  from  Swine 
Fever  was  traced  to  Newmarket  Road,  and  instructions 
were  given  to  the  owner  to  report  the  case  to  the  Police.

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APPENDIX. 


Report  on  Infectious  Disease  Hospital. 

The  scheme  prepared  by  the  Borough  Engineer  for 
the  main  drainage  of  the  Institution  has  been  completed 
during  the  year.  Some  works  of  a minor  character, 
such  as  laundry  extension,  etc.,  have  been  either  decided 
on  for  future  undertaking  or  have  been  already  effected. 

I have  to  repeat  for  the  third  year  in  succession 
my  warning  as  to  the  hazardous  position  of  the  ward  for 
Small  Pox.  At  the  end  of  the  year  the  presence  of 
one  case  of  the  disease  interfered  with  the  effective  value 
of  the  hospital  for  infectious  disease  of  a different 
character  on  account  of  the  risk  incurred.
